A TERRIBLE FATE. 


An Aged Woman Burned to 
San Pedro. 

At 9:15 o'clock Thursday evening 
fire broke out in t.e residence of Mrs. 
Boschke. on Boschke’s Island, a small 
island in Wilmington Bay, adjoining the 
northern limits of San Pedro. 

An alarm was given at once by the 
fire bell and steamers at the wharves, 
and the fire department responded 
promptly and got the hose-carts out,

‘| but as soon as it was discovered where 


the fire was it was found to be impossi- 
ble to render any assistance with the 
apparatus. 

The railroad company’s switch en- 
gine, which carries a fire pump and 
hose, turned out promptly, and as the 
track crosses the island, it was enabled 
to get close to the burning buildings, 
and several outbuildings were saved by 
the yardmen. 

Among the occupants of the burned 
building was Mrs. Hanna B. Fenderson, 
the mother of Mrs. Bo-chke, 84 years 
of age. The old lady, who has been an 
invalid for a number of years. was in 
bed when the fire started, and before 
assistance could reach her the room 
which she occu ied was in flames. 

The charred remains of Mrs. Fender- 
son were taken from the ruins as soon 
as the fire had been put out and taken 
to an undertaker’s establishment, where 
an inquest was held today and a verdict 
rendered in accordance with the facts 
as stated. 

The cause of the fire is believed to 
have been the explosion of a coal oil 
lamp in the room occupied by Miss Ida 
Boschke, which adjoined the room of 
Mrs. Fenderson. Miss Ida hada narrow 
escape, being compelled to crawl 
through a window after getting severely 
burned and bruised in her efforts to sub- 
due the flames. 

The Boschke’s are among the oldest 
and mest respected families of this sec- 
tion and in their terrible affliction they 
have the sympathies of the entire com- 
munity. 

Mr. Boschke, who is a surveyor, is ab- 
sent in the northern part of the State on 
a business trip. and no man was on the 
place. Nothing saved, Mrs. 
Boschke and her daughter escaping in 
their night clothes.

BOYLE HEIGHTS. 


An Automatic “Pick-up” for the Cable 
Road—A Quiet Wedding. 

At the Chicago-street power house 
there isnow in operation a. recently- 
contrived automatic ‘‘pick-up’’ or 
“eypsy.’’ which promises to bea great 
saving of labor and inconvenience, 
especially during the muddy weather of 
winter. The device, which is one of 
Roadmaster McClure’s ideas, is so de- 
signed and constructed that when the in- 
coming train has dropped the old cable 
and reached the proper point above tie 
new section, the head of the ‘“‘grip’’ 
strikes one end of a lever which reced- 
ing downward, raises the rope up to 
the required heigut and by means ofa 
carrier pulley at the opposite end of 
the lever, the cable is forced into the 
jaws of the grip. This saves the con- 
ductor the labor of running ahead, fish- 
ing a chain and ring out of the mud and 
then tugging atit like.a tow-horse to 
bring the rope up where it can be 
seized. The mechanism now in use was 
put in more than two weeks since and 
is giving such satisfaction that the 
other ‘‘pick-up’’ points will be at once 
provided with similar contrivances.
